My famiiy stayed late at Onset 
that fal: and my husband, who re- 
mained in the city attending to 
business, occupied the house alone. 
He continued his war on Spiritual- 
ism, and would have none of it. 
But one night at ten o’clock, as he 
was about to retire, the door-handle 
to his chamber was turned violently. 
back and forth, the door being 
locked. making a loud noise. Mr. 
C. immediately unlocked and opened 
it, supposing that someone was out- 
side. Nobody there! He was 
amazed, but shut the door again. 
Hardly had it closed before the 
handle was violently turned as be- 
fore. Mr. C., now reflected that he 
was alone in the house and that it 
was most marvellous that the door 
should behave like that. In the 
midst of his cogitations the handle 
turne] again!

He believed 
directly opposite to the Spiritualis- 
tic tenets, for he declared that he 
knew that when he died and was 
buried in the ground, it was the very 
last of him; there was no soul or 
spirit or consciousness after death. 
His scorn and contempt for Spirit- 
ualism was so great as to cause me 
much pain and many tears. I did 
not, however, reply to his aggressive 
statements—as it would only have 
provoked a quarrel. He was a good 
man and kind in many respects, and 
I resolved to do my duty toward 
him and allow him to maintain his 
own religious beliefs. But had he 
only granted me the same privilege 
it would have smoothed the rocky 
road to mediumship.

Professor Charles Richet, the cele- 
brated physiologist of Paris. vio is au 
active factor in the mov: nent for 
world peace, iu a recent j iblication 
estimated the number of : en killed 
in war during the eleventh -utury at 
14,000,000. According to Su’ eon Gen- 
‘eral H. Froehlich of Leipsi« the num- 
ber was only 7,000,000. Bui still more 
terrifying figures are prese: ed In the 
number of victims of alcoh given by 
Dr. Helenius of Helslngfors in bis re- 
cent work “Die Alkoholfrag 

This scientist estimates e annual 
number of deaths from alc holism in 
England at 40,000, in Be sium and 
Holland at 20,000, in Russia it 100,000, 
in France at 40,000, in Scan: uavla and 
Switzerland at 10,000, in C rmany at 
40, 000, a total of 250,000 a \ aur. That 
would make, in thirty year: 7,500,000; 
that is, more than the victi is of war 
in a century, according to r. Froeh- 
lich. And these figures do ot include 
the victims of alcoholism : Austria- 
Hungary, in Italy, in Spa. in Por- 
tugal, in Greece, in Bulgar :, in Roi- 
mania, etc., because thes: countries 
lack either pubiic or privat statistics 
on the question. 

Moreover, Dr. Helenius de nonstrates 
in his work that a part of ne victims 
of war should properly be lassed as 
victims of drink, since the i1umber of 
soldiers dying from cold in conse 
quence of alcobolism or fr: n wounds 
whose heallng Is impeded y alcohol- 
ism is very large. Perhaps me might 
object that war takes its vi: Ims in the 
flower of their uge, while ie victims 
of alcohol are recruited fr: a those of 
a less productive age, but 1. Helenius 
ehows that degeneration nd decima- 
tion of the population are the conse- 
quences of alcoholism anc that it is 
due to liquor that so many ouths land 
in prisons, mad houses a: i beggars’ 
asylums, whose cost falls on society 
as a whole. 

If it be considered that be amount 
spent for spirituous llqu rs in the 
greatest countries surpasse that spent 
for the army and navy bz more than 
four times (in Germany, fí r example,
